WILD OAT CONTROL 
Wild Oats is one of Alberta's 


lmost troublesome weeds and diffi- 


cult to erradicate or control. Us- 
vally fall cultivation is recom- 
mended. This however should not 
ltake place immediately after har- 
| vest. Time should be allowed to 
| give the seeds which have fallen 
to the ground a chance to dry out. 
This drying out or “after ripening” 
as it is called, is necessary before 
the seeds will germinate. If the 
seed is buried before this process 
takes place, germination may be 
delayed as much as a year or 
more, Fields should be cultivated 
usually just before freeze-up. With 
| this treatment most of the seeds 
| will either germinate in the fall 
| and be killed by the frost, or will 
| germinate first thing in the spring 
fand can be killed by pre-seeding 
| cultivation, Wild oats should 


reached at least the “four 
stage. At this stage all the milk! 
in the kernel will have been used | 
lup, and the plant will then have! 
to depend on the root system to 
keep going. 

Where there are thistles on 
summerfallow, be sure to give it 
a thorough cultivation, preferably 
with a wide shovel cultivator, just 
before freeze up. This last cultiva- 
tion is very important and will do 
much toward complete erradication 
of Canada Thistle and Perennial 
Sow Thistle. 

Toad Flax should also be worked 
quite deep this time of year, pre- 
ferably with a moldboard plow, 
Exposing the roots to the surface, 
frost action will do this bad weed 
a lot of harm.

DEVELOPING DAIRY HEIFERS 

‘Dept. of Agriculture, Ottawa) 
Every dairyman realizes the im- 
portance of rearing dairy calves 
well, but too few take time to| 
on as heifers. In a great many | 
icases, Well-started calves are turn- 
led out and roughed through a 
; summer or Winter, just to make 
room for their younger sisters in, 
the stable. More care in feeding 
and management of these young 
females at this particular stage 
will help to bring out the best in 
the individual and enable her to 
become a worthwhile addition to 
the milking herd after calving. 
Good pasture solves the feeding 
problem in part, but it often  re- 
quires a supplement such as 
crimped oats or even some good 
quality mixed hay to grow and 
condition heifers from six months 
to one year. As yearlings, pasture 
is adequate feed if it is plentiful, 
and water, salt and shade are pro. 
vided with it, Stabled yearlings 
make excellent gains on good sua- 
lity hay alone, or when it is fed 
with silage, and water and salt 
are provided. In winter, too, heif- 
ers may be turned loose in a rough 
shed and grown with less labor 
and cost than when tied up, These 
sheds should give shelter from the 
wind and wet and. plenty of 
manger space should be available 
for the roughage feeds which can 
be in front of heifers at all times, 
An increase in consumption § of 
feeds such as hay and silage de- 
velops big deep-bodied — heifers, 
Bred heifers do not require any 
supplemental feeds if they have 
| plenty of good hay or pasture to 
leat. Occasionally a conditioning 
ration such as three parts crimped 
oats, 1 part bran and 1 part oil- 
j cake may be fed to bring thinner 
| heifers into flesh if their hay or 
pasture is poor, Fall freshening 
heifers with two months on good 
aftermath grass also come to calv- 
ing in good shape, 

At the Experimental Station at 
Fredericton, N.B., where heifers are 
fed liberally, records kept for an 
eleven year period show the aver- 
age consumption of the various 
feeds for 73 Holsteins from birth 
to two years and eight months of 
age to be: whole milk 387 pounds; 
skim milk and fat substitute, 3389 
pounds; meal 975 pounds; silage. 
2.04 tons; hay 2.93 tons; roots 1.19 


tons; pasture 273 days.
